p. rn ., and first resu lts of the 
balloting are ex pected here by 
midnight. While ex pressing hope 
that a program wou ld be ap­ 
prov ed, AAA officials said there 
was seriou s dou bt abou t the ou t­ 
come. 
They believ ed the total v ote 
wou ld be larger than the 579 ,716 
farmers who ballotted on a sim­ 
ilar qu estion in October, 19 34. In 
that referendu m, 389 ,139 v oters 
approv ed a program, and 19 0,577 
opposed. 
The referendu m comes at a 
time when debate is intensify ing 
ov er the AAA policy of crop con­ 
trol, with its sy stem of /benefit 
pay ments to farmers for adju st­ 
ing produ ction and acreage.

O ne of the fac ts w hich the average citizen is 
a pt to overlook is tha t the theories em braced in 
the “New D eal” a re not new a fte r all.

R egim entation 
is not a new idea, and it is not a n u ntrie d one. 
M any stu d e nts of econom ics find som e of the 
theories of the New D ealers back in the days of 
P lato, and thenc e on dow n to m od ern tim es. 
M entioning this fact, S e na tor L. J: D ick inson of 
Iow a well said in a n ad d ress a t C hicago the oth­ 
e r day: 


“W hat m u st be b rou ght hom e to the pu blic in 
clear and u nm istak ab le term s is tha t the New 
D eal is ne ithe r new nor tha t m a rc h forw ard 
w hich the P resid ent proclaim s. I t is m erely a re ­ 
version to the w orld’s oldest political philosophy. 
A t the very b eginning of history we m eet the 
concept of the sta te as all-pow erfu l, as the m a in­ 
spring, the gu iding ha nd for all econom ic ac tiv ­ 
ity. 
T hose preciou s rights for the individu al, 
w hich we ha d thou ght pe rm a nently safegu ard ed 
a fte r hav ing been won throu gh c e ntu rie s of 
stru ggle, are again end angered , not as form erly 
by conflict w ith royal or au toc ratic pow er, b u t 
by collision w ith w ha t is now called the m ass- 
wili. 


“E x ploited by political lead ership tha t is d a n ­ 
gerou s becau se it is irresponsible, the re is now 
held ou t to the u nfortu na te victim s of the d e ­ 
pression the prom ise tha t the sta te can, a nd 
will, b anish poverty and W ant; and tha t it shall 
gu a ra nte e not only life w ithou t liberty, b u t by 
sha ring w ealth, a higher average of ind iv id u al 
w ell-being. T his is to be accom plished throu gh 
gov ernm ent control of a m agic spring called 
c re d it — a w ord m ore plea sa nt sou nding tha n 
debt, bu t in its consequ ences no less d isastrou s 
to the pu blic. Su ch is the m odern m anife sta tion 
of the a r t of the dem agogu e w hich alw ays con­ 
sists, as John S tu a rt Mill pointed ou t, in te m pt­ 
ing the people into idleness by prom ising them 
a sha re in a fictitiou s hoard lying in a n im ag­ 
ina ry gov ernm ent strong box su pposed to con­ 
ta in all na tiona l w e alth.” 


H ere are som e fac ts not to be lost sight of. 
T hings w hich are new are not good becau se they 
are new. N either are they new becau se they heifer 
the “new ” label. By the sam e tok en all things 
a re not good becau se they are old. If this w ere 
tru e the n the tene ts of socialism w ou ld be Un­ 
im peachable. T hey go back as fa r as civilization. 
T hey a re rooted in m a n’s desire for u nlim ited 
pow er and his ab ility to sell the othe r fellow the 


idea that the other fellow may be able to get 
“something for nothing,” to get a living withou t 
work ing. 


POISON BY MISTAKE 
Almost every day the news gives accou nts of 
someone tak ing poison by mistak e. The average 
person reads the news of the u ntimely death and 
if it mak es any impression at all, there is a 
mental note, “How foolish,” or something of the 
sort, and it is dismissed from the mind. 
Bu t the same fate awaits most people, if they 
do not profit by the lesson that su ch accidents 
teach. 
So long as hu man beings are su bject to bodily 
ills, ju st so long will they have home remedies 
at hand, and in the stock of remedies of the ma­ 
jority of hou seholds is everything from cou gh 
syru p to bichloride of mercu ry tablets. 
We are all agreed that it is foolish, bu t look at 
you r own home medicine chest and see if you do 
not find the same mix -u p there. 
It is nex t to impossible to ex pect people not to 
k eep poisons arou nd the hou se, bu t the proper 
precau tions shou ld be tak en to prevent u seless 
loss of life. 
No bottle containing poison shou ld be k ept 
in a medicine chest, even thou gh it is properly 
labeled, becau se every time you place a bottle of 
poison in a medicine chest, you are flirting with 
death. 
The only su re protection against error is to 
k eep all bottles or box es filled with poison, se­ 
cu rely tied u p in a box with heavy string. Then 
the person trying to tak e medicine in haste will 
realize the mistak e. 
Pu t you r poisons where they are difficu lt to 
reach and the difficu lty will au tomatically warn 
you . This is the only safe way. Any other cou rse 
is foolhardy.

REMINISCENCE 
BY J OHN F. J OYCE 


William S. Meredith was born 
December 13, 1853, three and a 
half miles west of Ru shville, the 
son of Thomas J. and Margaret 
C. (Cassady) Meredith, the form­ 
er a native of Bou rbon cou nty, 
Ky., and the latter a native of 
Ru sh cou nty, Indiana, of Irish 
descent. 
Growing u p on his father’s 
farm and attending the pu blic 
schools, at the age of twenty he 
began teaching schools which in 
variou s ways he 
made a life’s 
occu pation. That he was popu lar 
is attested by his teaching 72 
months at one school—the Su m­ 
ner’s west of town. 
He attended 
and completed 
the teacher’s cou rse at the Dan­ 
ville Normal school in 1879 , was 
principal of the Raleigh grade 
school in 1882-83. The two su m­ 
mers following he spent at the 
Indianapolis Bu siness 
college 
stu dying book k eeping. Ju ne 
6, 
1887 he was elected by the town­ 
ship tru stees, cou nty su perin­ 
tendent. He had tau ght pu blic 
schools for thirteen years when 
he became cou nty su perintend­ 
ent and was a popu lar teacher. 
In later years he specialized in 
insu rance. In 189 4 he was ap­ 
pointed postmaster at Ru shville. 
In 19 00 he became editor of the 
old Jack sonian and continu ed 
u ntil 19 07 and was most capable 
newspaper man. Even after he 
ceased as editor he gathered and 
reported news items to the paper 
and all his life was active in the 
field of information being a well 
informed man, he 
sou ght to 
scatter cu rrent information. 
He was not of ru gged bu ild and 
a fall over a fire hose in 
the 
bu siness part of town hastened 
his death brou ght on by pneu ­ 
monia. He died Thu rsday, Ju ly 
27, 1922. He was married Decem­ 
ber 31, 19 03 to Mary Lu cy Well­ 
man, dau ghter of Gideon and 
Charlotte Wellman, bu t left no 
children. 
Will Meredith was alone in

represented

“major contrib ution” to a solu­ 
tion of the prob lem of peace, not 
only in Europe b ut also in East 
Africa. 
The Sannio, dispatched from 
Naples, can transport 2,000 men. 
The present Lib yan garrison is 
unofficially estimated 
at 80,000 
Italian and nativ e troops. 
The mov e was regarded in po­ 
litical quarters as the first defi­ 
nite b reak in the tension whicl| 
had gripped the Mediterranean
